FAIR TO FARMWORKERS? 

At a time when immigration is once 
again coming to the forefront, it is im- 
portant that we have accurate informa- 
tion on which to base our opinions. In 
the May 4 issue, Shay Totten wrote in 
his Fair Game column [“Show Us Your 
Papers!”]: “The farmworker toiling 
away to bring Vermont's milk, cheese 
and veggies to market is probably not 
Caucasian, nor residing here legally.” 

While I do not know about the milk 
and cheese portion of Shay’s statement, 
the veggie portion of his statement did 
not ring true from my involvement with 
commercial vegetable growing. So I 
contacted Vern Grubinger, vegetable 
and berry specialist at University of 
Vermont Extension, and asked what he 
thought about the statement. He told me 


horticulture workers are entirely legal as 
far as he can tell. He said, “It is true that 
the larger commercial fruit and vegetable 
farms in Vermont rely on migrant work- 
ers to meet their labor needs since they 
have intense labor demands, especially 
during the harvest season. However, 
these workers are entirely legal, with 
the vast majority enrolled in the federal 
government's H-2A season worker pro- 
gram that assures they are paid a fair 
wage, provided decent housing and do 
not replace willing local workers. Many 
of these workers come back to the same 
farms year after year and have a really 
good relationship with the farmers.”

MILKING THE SYSTEM? 

While I applaud Shay Totten’s May 
4 Fair Game column [“Show Us Your 
Papers!”] for getting the word out about 
the many atrocities our undocumented 
dairy workers face, I believe it could 
make folks believe two very erroneous 

1. H-2A is accessible to the vast ma- 
jority of dairy employers, which it is not. 

2. When Totten writes that the “H-2A 
program is currently used by some dairy 
farmers in Vermont,” it leads the reader to 
believe dairy employers could use H-2A 
if they chose to, thus implying employers 
who don’t are intentionally skirting the 
system — which they are not. 

The fact is this: The only way Vermont 
dairy farmers could be eligible for the 
H-2A program is if they were to turn 
their year-round dairies into seasonal 
operations. In other words, they would 
need to “dry off their cows” for part of 
the year to make their herd seasonal. 
As one could imagine, this is neither a 
practical nor viable option for most of 
Vermont’s dairy producers. The bottom 
line is this: We need a visa system that is 
humane for both immigrant dairy work- 
ers and Vermont dairy employers.

Dangerous Liaisons 

A relationship between the wife of UVM president Dan Fogel 
and a top fundraiser is raising questions — and eyebrows — 
at the state university. 


F or more than six years, rachel 
kahn-fogel, wife of University 
of Vermont president dan 
fogel, sent suggestive emails to 
a member of the UVM staff assigned 
to work with her on fundraising and 
special events. 

The emails, furnished by UVM in 
response to a public records request 
by Seven Days , detail an unusual 
emotional attachment between Kahn- 
Fogel and associate vice president 
for development and alumni reltions 
Michael schultz. In a divorce hearing 
on February 23 in Chittenden family 
court, Schultz’s soon-to-be ex-wife 
publicly identified Kahn-Fogel as 
the “other woman” whose sexually 
charged letters contributed to the dis- 
solution of her marriage. 

In March 2010 pauline manning 
found a packet of letters among 
Schultz's things and read them, hoping 
to find out who was sending mail to her 
husband at an Essex Junction post office 
box she didn’t know he had. 

“I started reading through it, and it 
became obvious to me who this person 
was," Manning told her attorney under 
questioning. 

“And who was this person?” asked 
her attorney, mary Kirkpatrick. 

“This person was the wife of the uni- 
versity president, Rachel Kahn-Fogel,” 
replied Manning. 

“Was it explicit?” asked Kirkpatrick. 
“It was very explicit," said Manning. 
“It said, ‘Taste me, I want to taste you, 
let me feel your long, muscle-y arms on 
my body.’ There was also a picture of a 
house they both should be in, and the 
words ‘my darling, my love' for 30 pages, 
excuse me, 31 pages, ad nauseam.” 

Additional clues led Manning to 
conclude the unsigned letters came 
from Kahn-Fogel, such as references 
to a recent UVM athletic event in 
Connecticut that Schultz __ 
and Kahn-Fogel attended 
together. 

In his capacity as a UVM 
employee, Schultz was often 
assigned to staff events Kahn-Fogel 
attended. In fact, according to emails 
obtained by Seven Days , Kalm-Fogel 
forcefully lobbied Schultz’s current and 
former bosses to make sure that arrange- 
ment would continue. Schultz draws an 
annual salary of $155,408, according to 
the most recent compensation figures 
available. 



Do Kahn-Fogel’s advances constitute 
sexual harassment or intimidation? 
Although the relationship between 
them appears to have been largely con- 
sensual, and Kahn-Fogel is not officially 
employed by the university, on Monday 
the UVM board of trustees announced 
that it had initiated a review “to deter- 
mine whether the behavior and actions 
that have come to light were appropriate 
under our policies and standards of con- 
duct.” Noting that “President Fogel fully 
supports this review,” the trustees also 
announced that Kahn-Fogel has “been 
removed from her volunteer role” plan- 
ning university and development events, 
“including interactions with associated 
staff.” 

The review team will include UVM 
staff, as well as outside consultants, with 
oversight by UVM's chief compliance of- 
ficer, anna drummono. 

UVM bans sexual harassment in 
the workplace, but the policy focuses 
primarily on unwanted advances and 
is usually triggered if an 
employee complains about 
I | i In a coworker’s or supervisor’s 
ninfl behavior. UVM also has poli- 
cies that deal with the topic 
of amorous relationships between staff 
and students. 

The power dynamic evidenced in 
Kahn-Fogel and Schultz’s relationship 
is apparently not one that human re- 
sources anticipated: While he admitted 
under oath to having a “relationship" 
with Kahn-Fogel, Schultz clarified that 
it was not sexual. Since his wife found 


Kahn-Fogel’s letters, he has come out as 
a gay man. 

UVM trustees learned of the rela- 
tionship as a result of Seven Days’ public 
records requests, the first of which was 
filed on April 21. “When it comes to 
personal relationships, we all expect a 
certain level of privacy. However, from 
a fiduciary perspective, the Board of 
Trustees takes its responsibilities and 
obligations very seriously, and while we 
respect privacy concerns, we must and 
will do what’s right for UVM,” board 
chair Robert cioffi wrote in a statement 
to Seven Days. 

As a proxy for her husband, Kahn- 
Fogel wielded presidential power over 
Schultz and his career at UVM. He 
made a case for that interpretation in 
his own doctoral dissertation, published 
in May 2009, titled “Elucidating the 
Role of the University CEO’s Spouse in 
Development, Alumni Relations, and 
Fund Raising.” In the abstract to his final 
thesis, Schultz observes, “While the 
president works very closely with the 
development office in garnering private 
support, there is often another player 
significant to the success of a univer- 
sity’s development efforts. Hired along 
with the CEO, the individual serves a 
major role, but has no job description 
and often works without contract or 
remuneration. This is the spouse of the 
CEO.” 

During the divorce trial, Manning 
said Schultz told her the affair went on 
for five years and that President Fogel 
was not aware of it. He is now. “These

allegations are profoundly disturbing,” 
Fogel wrote in an email to Seven Days , 
“and Rachel and I are now dealing with 
their impact on our marriage.” 

Fogel also revealed that Kahn-Fogel 
“has long been in treatment for serious 
mental health issues with which she 
has struggled throughout her life." He 
asked the couple be granted privacy 
“as we take the time to work through 
an ongoing course of treatment.” UVM 
spokesman enrique corredera said 
Kahn-Fogel’s issues had no bearing on 
her husband’s recent decision to step 
down as president of UVM. 

A Spark Is Lit 

What brought Schultz and Kahn-Fogel 
together? Schultz said he helped the 
Fogels get through a problem early on in 
their tenure at UVM. 

“We worked together and a few years 
ago had sort of a crisis or something, 
where I was very helpful to her, and she 
was appreciative of that, and there’s very 
few people that, frankly, she has that 
confidence or level of trust in, and then 
she wanted to see me and just develop a 
friendship, which is what I thought was 
going on," Schultz explained during his 
divorce hearing. “Later on she started 
to express her love for me, and I was 
very clear that was there no sexual, no 
anything, that was going to happen here. 
She wanted to remain in this sort of 
relationship and she wanted to commu- 
nicate to me and wanted to write to me.” 

It’s unclear exactly when Schultz set 
up a post office box to receive Kahn- 
Fogel’s personal letters — correspon- 
dence separate from the lengthy emails 
she sent at all hours of the day and night. 
Also worth noting is that Schultz's 
emails from numerous exchanges with 
Kahn-Fogel were not retained. The 
correspondence came from his UVM 
account; Kahn-Fogel was using Yahoo. 

Neither Schultz nor Kahn-Fogel 
provided further details about the 
“problem” he helped the Fogels get 
through, but according to emails be- 
tween them, there was an apparent 
falling out between the presidential 
couple and Ian deGroot, then UVM's 
vice president for development and 
alumni relations. Schultz was caught 
in the middle and had concerns about 
his job security. 

“I don't think you need to worry 
about looking bad in Dan's eyes,” Kahn- 
Fogel assured Schultz in a lengthy 


October 2004 email obtained by Seven 
Days. “Things will get straightened 
out, and you will be vindicated. I know 
you are not doing all this for your own 
ego, but to make things right for us and 
UVM. But of course you are concerned 
about how things will go and how you 
will come out in all of this. 1 can reas- 
sure you that things are all right with 
Dan; and, as I said, as things develop, 
you will be proved right.” 

A month later, in November 2004, 
they went out to dinner alone. The next 
day, Kahn-Fogel wrote Schultz a four- 
page email recounting the events of the 
evening in detail — from the moment he 
picked her up to the car ride home. 

“When you arrived here, we hugged 
and kissed and saw the lake. And when 
you brought me back, we hugged and 
kissed and smelled and saw the lake. I 
felt as if the evening were surrounded by 
lake and kisses. It could not be topped. 
From lake viewing to lake viewing, from 
kiss to kiss.... “I will never, never forget 
last night and the happiness I felt with 
you,” she wrote. 

Over the next two years, the pair 
continued to exchange emails and to 
arrange to attend meetings and spe- 
cial UVM events as a team. They also 
considered the possibility of going to 
Chicago together, for a meeting of the 
Association of Public and Land-grant 
Universities. 

“The absolute most wonderful part 
of your e-mail was saying that if the 
meetings were in a fun city, you and 
I might be able to explore the city 
together,” wrote Kahn-Fogel. “I can't 
imagine anything more fun. The prob- 
lem is, would the world ever let us do 
such a thing?” 

In a February 2006, it seems Schultz 
tried to end his relationship with Kahn- 
Fogel. She referenced an email in which 
he questioned whether he could con- 
tinue to see her. She implored him to 
reconsider or to at least make the break 
temporary. 

“I am very sad ... I had great hopes 
that you and I could keep seeing each 
other. Now that I have just read your 
morning e-mail, of course I understand 
that you have been suffering about your 
family and don’t want to see me," Kahn- 
Fogel wrote. “But I wonder if you mean 
it that it might be temporary. I dread 
that it is just a time for you to detach

When the name of Rachel Kahn-Fogel — wife of UVM president Dan Fogel 
— came up in a family-court divorce hearing last February, her relationship to 
the case became discoverable public information. Plaintiff Pauline Manning 
identified Kahn-Fogel as the “other woman” in the complaint against her hus- 
band, UVM associate vice president for development and alumni relations 
Michael Schultz. 

The exchange excerpted below illustrates the efforts of Judge matthew 
katz and Schultz's attorney, deborah lashman, to minimize the embarrass- 
ment, by keeping the content of Kahn-Fogel's lengthy letters to Schultz out of 
the public record. They succeeded in persuading Manning’s attorney, Mary 
Kirkpatrick, to do so, but Schultz had already read an excerpt during her 
cross-examination.

from me forever and that you will never 
see me alone again and will stop loving 
me. It is torture not knowing.” 

In the same email, Kahn-Fogel for- 
bade Schultz from working events she 
attended: “This is not punishment but 
j’ust an impossible situation for me. I don’t 
want to run into you until at least you have 
decided whether to be with me again. 

“One other question: do you want me 
to stop writing to you? I don’t know how 
I am supposed to behave, still loving you 
but not knowing what I am allowed to 
write, or how or when,” she added. “No 
more real letters? No more e-mails? And 
if so, not writing only temporarily or 
forever? Do you want to know what I am 
thinking and how will I know what you 
are thinking? Please let me know. I am 
heartbroken. Love, Rachel.” 

Schultz told Seven Days via email that 
he did not feel pressured to continue the 
relationship with Kahn-Fogel, evidence 
of which exists in both email and letter 
form through 2010. “Mrs. Kahn-Fogel 
and I are friends. We were friends 
during work and apart from our work. 
Our friendship tended to facilitate our 
work,” Schultz wrote. 

After his separation from Manning, 
Kahn-Fogel reached out to him repeat- 
edly, albeit with shorter messages. On 

had moved out of his house, Kahn-Fogel 
sent a one-word note: “LOVE." 

In July 2010, she emailed Schultz 
several one-line emails during an appar- 
ent out-of-state trip. One read, “LOVE 
IN ITHACA.” In August, Kahn-Fogel 
continued her love-tinged emails, in- 
cluding this one: “LOVE on my birthday. 
I just had my most perfect long swim of 
the summer, alone, in green, smooth lake 
under bright sunshine, and I thought of 
you the whole way.” 

Sphere of Influence 

The thought of Schultz “leaving” Kahn- 
Fogel, and UVM, was something the 
president’s wife worried about. In 2004, 
Schultz told her that Rutgers University 
had shown an interest in him. 

"I am sure you will be wanted in 
many universities,” she wrote. "And I 
am so very glad you want to stay at UVM 
for now. But I am sure you will get other 
offers; and it would be devastating for 
me if you moved.” 

In December 2010, Kahn-Fogel wrote 
twice to incoming vice president for 
development and alumni relations rich 
bundy, asking him to keep Schultz as- 
signed to her. Kahn-Fogel also has an ad 


hoc personal assistant, Leslie logan, who 
earns slightly more than $66,000 a year 
in that role. 

Kahn-Fogel told Bundy that Schultz 
“rescued Dan and me during a prolonged 
problem that could have destroyed the 


presidency” involving another leading 
administrator whom Kahn-Fogel did not 
name but identified as a vice president 
for development. 

She also said that Logan has been 
“fantastic at helping me to create the 



beaut)' of the events I’m striving for, too, 
down to the tiniest details." 

Kahn-Fogel added, “It’s no wonder 
that these two smart, fine, and profes- 
sional UVM staff have become my 
truest personal friends as well, for they 
are people I trust with my life in a sea of 
sometime treachery.” 

In a March 2011 email, Kahn-Fogel 
again asked 
Bundy to assign 
Schultz to her 
events, in what 
appears to be an 
attempted end 
run around her 
husband. 

“Even if Dan 
is thinking of 
other things and 
doesn’t remember 
our years-long, 
informal agree- 
ment with the 
[Department of 
Alumni Relations], 

Mike is one of 
the few who has 
worked well at 
our level,” she im- 
plored. “So in my 
attempts to work 
with DAR now, 1 
would like to ask if 
you would be will- 
ing to assign Mike 
to events I’m in- 
volved with, when 
possible. OF COURSE he doesn’t know 
that I’m making this request, (that has 
gone on for years). And I’m not asking 
because he’s a friend of mine, though he 

“I understand that I have no legal 
rights to request staffing,” Kahn-Fogel 
continued, "but I thought you might be 
understanding in my current situation of 
trying to come back to work that it would 
be helpful to me to have, when possible, 
a member of your team who has always 
worked well and treated me with respect, 
hard work and discretion at events to 
make things really good and right.’” 

Bundy’s response was cool and 
cautious. 

“Thanks for your feedback on Mike 
and his work with you in the past; I do 
recall you mentioning your fondness for 
him and the confidence you have when 
he is staffing events," he wrote. “I’ll need 
to think carefully about how I might ac- 
commodate your request.” 

University officials tell Seven Days 
that Bundy did not honor Kahn-Fogel’s 
request and has since created new staff- 
ing schedules and assignments. 

“He believes strongly that no one 
development and alumni relations staff 


member should be assigned exclusively 
to staff any function, but rather that a 
number of staff members should par- 
ticipate in that role from time to time as 
appropriate, depending on individual 
circumstances," said UVM spokes- 
man Corredera. That includes Schultz 
and Logan. In the next few months, 
most of the employees from DAR will 
migrate over to 
the University 
Foundation, a 
private, nonprofit 
fundraising arm of 
UVM. 

It wasn’t the first 
time Kahn-Fogel 
tried to persuade 
one of Schultz’s 
bosses to keep him 
close. Bundy's pre- 
decessor received 
a similar email last 
fall. 

In October 2010, 
Kahn-Fogel made a 
plea to then interim 
vice president 
for DAR KATHLEEN 
KELLEHER, who Was 

considering some 
staffing changes: 
“You told me at 
the art opening of 
the Fleming last 
week not to trust 
Michael Schultz 
but I TRUST HIM 
WITH MY LIFE, AND HE KNOWS 
THIS. Trying to keep us apart is not the 
solution to the messes at UVM.” 

During the divorce court hearing, 
one of the lawyers asked Schultz, “Did 
you have concerns about your job be- 
cause of this?” 

After a long pause he replied, “No. 
I mean, I guess in some ways the way 
it all got started is that part of my job 
is to work with university leadership, 
and this incident, to start, was sort of 
helping out the president’s spouse. We 
had developed this friendship and that, 
in some ways, it probably helped with 
the job. It didn’t cause any promotions, 
but didn't change things either way. It 
didn’t.” ©

Mac’s Missing Millions: 

Plot Twists Abound in Film Fundraising Probe 



I n Hollywood, a film project that 
sparks controversy among its creators 
often ends up on the celluloid trash 
heap. Not so the embattled Vermont 
film Birth of Innocence. Despite state and 
federal criminal investigations, $14 million 
owed to investors and the involvement of 
a mysterious, Svengali-like character, two 
groups of interested parties are determined 
to make sure the unfinished feature sees 
the light. They just don't agree on anything 

The real-life saga of storyteller Malcolm 
“Mac” Parker is shaping up to be more 
gripping than the story line of the movie 
that prompted his legal and financial 
troubles. As the state delays Parker's trial on 
charges of violating state securities law, and 
a federal investigation continues, Parker's 
former editor claims he’s discovered the 
whereabouts of the silent partner who 
pocketed close to $4 million of the $14 
million Parker raised to fund the film. 
Meanwhile, that same editor has squared 
off against Parker and his allies in a battle 
to get the film into theaters. 

All the public knows of Birth of 
Innocence is contained in a five-minute 
trailer that drips with New Age sentiments, 
delivered by Parker himself in a voice-over 
paired with images of idyllic natural scenes 
and smiling, peaceful faces. 

But the movie’s investors stopped 
grinning a long time ago. For more 
than 18 months, Parker has been under 
investigation for possible wrongdoing in 
a more titan 10-year fundraising effort 
I that netted roughly $14 million from 
^ hundreds of investors. The film has yet to 
^ be completed. 

□ State authorities charged Parker 
£ with securities violations last year. The 
S storyteller was scheduled to go on trial in 
November, but Vermont Superior Court 
Judge Geoffrey Crawford delayed the trial 


for six months to allow the U.S. Attorney's 
Office in Burlington to complete its own 
probe into Parker's financial dealings. 

The six-month extension expired in 
April, but the feds still haven’t filed charges, 
despite having interviewed investors and 
other people associated with the film 
before a grand jury. 

In response to the ongoing federal 
probe, Parker's attorney and investigators 
at the Vermont Department of Banking, 
Insurance, Securities and Health Care 
Administration sought, and won, a request 
to further delay Parker’s trial until October 
2011. By then, the reasoning goes, both sides 
will know if federal prosecutors plan to file 
charges against Parker and others involved 
in the fundraising scheme. 

It’s not clear whether the federal 
investigators have been in contact with Lou 
Soteriou, a chiropractor to whom Parker 
said he paid roughly $4 million for help 
in creating the film. Parker has described 


Soteriou as a spiritual guide and mentor 
who had tremendous personal sway over 
him and his family. He said Soteriou “went 
missing” early last year after BISHCA 
investigators first began asking questions 
about the film’s financing scheme. 

Neither state nor federal investigators 
— nor Parker's attorneys — have been 
willing to reveal Soteriou’s whereabouts. 
But Horace Williams, Parker’s cocreator 
and creative partner on Innocence, claims 
Soteriou lives in Connecticut, where he 
owns a chain of four fitness centers. 

Soteriou did not return phone calls or 
emails from Seven Days. 

Scorned investors are worried that, 
without a federal indictment, they’ll 
never recoup their losses. "I and other 
investors are being kept in the dark 
regarding progress on the investigation 
and forthcoming indictment," Robert 
Melik Finkle wrote to officials in the U.S. 
Attorney’s Office in Burlington on May 18. 


“Indeed, it can sometimes seem as though 
you have dropped the case especially as Mac 
has bragged more than once in his updates 
that charges have not been brought. I think 
I deserve to know if the investigation is still 
in progress and why it is taking so long to 
indict someone who has caused injury to so 
many people." 

Finkle, who has cooperated with state 
and federal investigators, is believed to be 
the single largest investor in Parker’s film. 
He’s owed roughly $600,000 in principal 
and interest 

While the criminal investigations 
remain secretive, Parker, cocreators and 
investors are waging a very public dispute 
about how to complete the film and get it 
into theaters. 

“There are a number of film festivals 
we hope to enter ... by late fall and early 
winter," says Christopher White, one of 
several Parker allies who found money to 
hire a couple of Vermont filmmakers to 
complete Birth of Innocence and package it 
for theatrical release. Although White will 
not say how much of the film remains to 
be completed, he says the process will cost 
another $15,000 to $20,000. Burlington 
filmmaker Rob Koier has been hired to 
work on the movie, with Bill Kinzie and Art 
Bell as consultants. 

White says Parker remains committed 
to getting the film “into distribution within 
a year” as a way of repaying investors and 
making good on his promises. Although he 
concedes that Parker “made some really 
poor decisions," White observes, “his 
commitment has been unwavering." 

Meanwhile, Williams, who claims 
Parker pushed him out of his editor position 
on the film project in early 2010, has his 
own distribution ideas. He’s secured the 
interest of Sunset Pictures, a Hollywood 
production firm run by Martin Guigui, a 
former Vermont musician and artist who’s 
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credited with directing such films as 
Benny Bliss and the Disciples of Greatness 
and National Lampoon’s Cattle Call. 

Guigui tells Seven Days his firm will 
prepare Innocence for a public release as 
long as all legal issues are resolved. 

To date, Parker and his allies have 
rejected Williams’ overtures, claiming 
he has no rights to the film. Williams 
disputes that and purports to possess an 
authentic copyright to the original script. 
Neither side, Guigui notes, appears to have 
established a proper “chain of title” to the 
film, which puts the film’s ownership in 
some legal doubt 

“My heart goes out to all the investors; 
some of them are friends of mine,” Guigui 
says. “I’ve seen Horace's version of the 
movie, and it's very timely and timeless, 
with beautiful music and great images. 
They all did a great job — no one should 
be to blame here. If they can find a way to 
harmonically come together, as the film 
claims, then my company would love to 
put this out” 

According to emails obtained by 
Seven Days , investor loyalties are divided 
between Williams and Parker. They are 
united, however, in frustration over the 
film’s lack of progress. 

The unending production is beginning 
to take on the quality of a Hollywood farce, 
but the investors’ despair is real. "As I 
have said over and over again, this was an 
investment for me, not a donation,” wrote 
Finkle. “Mac asked for my trust and as a 
result I have lost everything.” ©

Barre Town Passes Food Sovereignty Measure 

? Barre Town may seem an unlikely epi- 
j center for a “food sovereignty” move- 
; ment, but at last week’s town meeting, 
5 residents quietly threw down the gaunt- 
I let for agricultural self-determination. 

S By a vote of 673 to 200, town voters 
passed a measure to “reject federal 
decrees, statutes, regulations, or cor- 
porate practices that threaten our basic 
human right to save seed, grow, process, 
consume, and exchange food and farm 
products within the State of Vermont.” 

Barre City approved a similar mea- 
sure during its meeting earlier this 
spring, issuing the opening salvos in the battle for food system deregulation in 
Vermont. 

The growing food sovereignty movement is a pushback by farmers, environ- 
mentalists and others against legal impingements on how they grow, purchase and 
consume food — and, no doubt, against actions like Vermont’s short-lived ban on 
raw-cheese-making classes. 

Earlier this spring, voters in the tiny town of Sedgwick, Maine (pop. 1000 or so), 
passed the first food sovereignty measure in the country, unanimously rejecting 
all outside regulation of food by explicitly protecting the rights of town residents 
to “produce, process, sell, purchase, and consume local foods of their choosing.” 
Sedgwick residents can now waive liability when purchasing “unregulated" food 
— such as raw milk or farm-slaughtered chickens — from their neighbors. 

The version that passed in both Barres is gentler in reach but no less signifi- 
cant, according to Barre resident Jessica Bernier, head of the Vermont Coalition 
tor Food Sovereignty. Barre Town resident Melissa Dunk-Nolan comments, “How 
we get our food shouldn’t be dictated by big government and corporations that 
squeeze out the little guy.” 

For now, the measures here and in Maine seem largely symbolic, but Bernier 
hopes they will jump-start a dialogue.

Conservative Editor Ambushes 
Bernie Sanders at D.C. Book Signing 

U.S. Sen. Bernie Sanders found himself ambushed at a recent Washington, D.C., 
book signing by a conservative magazine editor who wanted to know, “How does 
an avowed socialist go about selling a book?" 

With video camera in tow, Jason Mattera, editor of the national conservative 
magazine Human Events, confronted Sanders at a Barnes & Noble during a signing 
event for the senator’s new book, The Speech: A Historic Filibuster on Corporate 
Green and the Decline of Our Middle Class. The book is the text version of the eight- 
hour faux filibuster he delivered on the Senate floor last year during debate over 
extending the Bush tax cuts. 

Mattera asked Sanders if he’d dedicate his copy of the book to “Capitalism: The 
greatest economic system on Earth.” 

At first, Sanders said, “No I won’t,” explaining that he normally inscribes books 
to people, not concepts. But after some prodding, Sanders agreed to do it. 

Mattera asked Sanders, “How does an avowed socialist go about selling a book? 
Are you donating all of your profits to the federal government?” 

“No," replied Sanders. “To the children of Vermont." Mattera complained that 
Sanders hadn’t yet named those organizations, though a Sanders spokesman later 
told Seven Days that book proceeds will be donated to the Addison County Parent/ 
Child Center, which will distribute the funds around die state.

Burlington Tries Harder to 
“SMOP” Up After College Students 



B urlington Code Enforcement 
director Bill Ward was walking 
on South Willard Street when 
he spotted evidence of college 
students on the move: a ratty, plaid sofa 
dumped on the greenbelt outside a brick 
apartment building. Ward snapped a photo 
of the offending couch on his smartphone 
and emailed it to the property’s landlord. 

“Mr. Handy, this is with your greenbelt 
today,” Ward typed. "I will be back Friday 
to reinspect. Please have it removed today 
if possible and Friday at the latest.” 

Ward’s warning worked: By the next 
morning, the sofa had disappeared. 

Burlington is stepping up its efforts 
this year to eradicate those junk piles that 
sprout like dandelions as college students 
vacate rented apartments and split town. 

That’s because last year’s move-out 
was “out of control,” Ward said. His staff 
of six code inspectors was overwhelmed 
with “hundreds” of curbside junk piles. 
For several weeks, crucial health and safety 
inspections weren’t getting done at other 
properties. In the month of May alone, the 
city issued more than a dozen tickets for 
illegal greenbelt dumping. 

Hoping to avoid a repeat, Ward’s office 
is cracking down this year with foot patrols, 
warning letters and, if necessary, fines of up 
to $500. 

“People say it’s the norm,” said Ward, 
a former city cop who became code- 
enforcement chief last year. “I’m here to say 
it’s not the norm any longer.” Translation: 
2 There's a new sheriff in town — and he 
jH doesn’t suffer litter. 

5; Earlier this month, before Champlain 
< College graduated, the code-enforcement 
5 office mailed warning letters to owners of 
3 two dozen “problem properties” where 
dumping was especially bad last year. Code 
inspectors are policing seven student-heavy 


streets: North and South Willard, Isham, 
Bradley, Loomis, Buell, and Greene. 

With the help of UVM, city officials 
went door to door with flyers that offered “7 
Spring Move Out Tips” and warned of $500 
fines for littered greenbelts. Burlington 
has temporarily expanded the hours trash 
haulers can pick up — garbage trucks can 
start rolling at 6 a.m. instead of 7 in Ward 1 
for the next few weeks. 

Most dramatically, the city’s Spring 
Move Out Project, in which students swap 
or dump furniture, clothing and household 
items at a designated location, is being 
held earlier — and is twice the size it was 
last year. The annual SMOP event — which 
collects 10 to 16 tons of recyclables each 
year — is happening on May 25, from 11 
a.m. to 3 p.m., on lower Loomis and Bradley 

UVM junior Lucas Morgan helped 
organize lastyear's SMOP event as amember 
of the university's Student Government 
Association. He said many undergrads 
leave messes behind because they don’t 
know what else to do with the stuff that 
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roommates leave in apartments — even 
after receiving flyers with phone numbers 
for furniture pick-up services such as those 
of the Restore and 1-800-GOT-JUNK. 

“Students care about Burlington — we 
really do,” Morgan said. “Through our 
career at UVM, it’s brought us four years of 
great times. It's a place we want to see in 
good shape when we leave.” 

College students might do most of the 
dumping, but landlords get stuck cleaning 


it up. City ordinance dictates that property 
owners pay the fines for greenbelt garbage. 
Landlords can try to recoup the costs from 
a renter's security deposit, but in multi- 
unit buildings, determining who dumped 
the beer-stained La-Z-Boy can be difficult, 
explained Stuart Bennett, president of the 
Vermont Apartment Owners Association. 

“Let’s say you had three apartments 
move out. How do you allocate whose 
toaster oven it is, whose trash it is?” Bennett 
asked rhetorically. “Trying to actually track 
it would almost require some level of daily 
vigilance, and people don’t have time for 
that. So, in the end, it's probably one of those 
costs that just winds up being absorbed and 
not deducted” from a security' deposit, he 
concluded. 

Bennett noted that often renters try to 
do the right thing — as evidenced by the 
overflowing trash bins stuffed into the 
middle of greenbelt junk piles. "They're 
trying to be responsible; they just don't 
have big enough receptacles,” he said. 

But code enforcer Ward wants students 
to do more — specifically, to pay for big 
recycling barrels with lids rather than the 
free, blue bins sans lids that allow trash to 
blow around and make a mess. 

The day after the University of 
Vermont's graduation, May' 23, was a case in 
point. Though largely free of big furniture 
and appliances, several greenbelts on the 
targeted “problem streets” were strewn 
with litter that the wind had tossed from 
recycling and trash bins. 

Still, it’s nothing like last year, Ward said, 
noting that he’s only issued three tickets for 
greenbelt dumping this year, compared to 
16 last year. With two weeks left in move- 
out season, Ward said he’s "surprised and 
pleased” about the relatively low amount 
of junk cropping up — and he’s cautiously 
optimistic it’ll stay that way. ® 
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Waterfront Skate Park 
Moves From Plans to Bids 


Josh Eichen dropped 
in an April 2010 public 
ting at Burlington’s 
cher Free Library, he 
was there to offer feedback on a newly 
proposed waterfront skate park. The 
longtime skateboarder — now a freshly 
minted University of Vermont grad — 
had no idea he had found a potential 
career path. The 25-year-old community 
development and applied economics 
major wound up leading the fundraising 
effort for the Queen City’s new, state-of- 
the-art facility. 

The Burlington skate 
park project enabled 
Eichen to combine 
two of his passions: 
urban planning and 
skateboarding. And for 
city planners such as Kirsten Merriman 
Shapiro of Burlington's Community and 
Economic Development Office, the project 
has been a golden opportunity to engage 
a new generation of city residents in a 
redevelopment project that’s attracted 
interest beyond just the “usual suspects." 

Earlier this year, CEDO and the 
Burlington Skate park Coalition unveiled 
the final design of a 20,000-square-foot 
concrete public skate park, which is part 
of the city's larger redevelopment plans 
for the Moran Plant site. When completed, 
the new park is expected to be the biggest 
and best in New England, attracting 
skaters and BMX riders from all over the 

“A lot of people don’t know it, but there 
are a ton of good skateboarders here,” says 
Eichen, a native of Arlington, Mass., who 
spent the last year interning in the CEDO 
office as part of his senior project “Having 
this park here will change everything." 

Local skaters are banking on it. 
Although Burlington’s current skate park, 
which cost $326,000, has served them 
for more than a decade, skaters claim it’s 
“totally thrashed.” Harsh winters and the 
continual grinding of boards have eaten 
away the wooden ramps and exposed 
metal screws and steel supports, leaving 
much of the park unusable. 

Even as the popularity of skateboarding 
in Burlington has skyrocketed, the parks 
and recreation department has slowly 
removed features, such as the mini-half- 
pipe, as they have broken or become 
unsafe. 

In some respects, it’s surprising that 
it took this long to get a world-class skate 
park off the ground. Burlington is home 
to an estimated 3700 skaters, as well as 


two skate shops — Maven, Ridin’ High 
and Talent indoor Skatepark — and at 
least eight other action-sports companies, 
including Burton Snowboards. Skate 
culture has also had a significant impact on 
Burlington’s creative economy, influencing 
the style and culture of such marketing 
and design firms as Fuse and JDK Design. 

The new park was designed by 
Grindline Skateparks of Seattle, an 
industry leader that has designed and built 
more than 60 skate parks throughout the 
United States, Canada and Japan. Last 
July, Grindline's lead 
designer, Micah Shapiro 
(no relation to CEDO's 
Merriman Shapiro) 
came to Burlington 
and presented three 
mock-up designs, 
which were based on input from the local 
skater community. Based on additional 
community feedback gleaned from that 
meeting, Shapiro returned to the drawing 
board and came up with the final design. 

As Eichen explains, the new park will 
be three times larger than the existing one 
and built out of custom, molded concrete 
that is twice as durable — and far more 
enjoyable to skate on — as the current 
park. The new facility is designed to 
incorporate many features popular among 
street skaters, such as ledges, gaps, stairs 
and railings, as well as those favored in 
“transition skating," such as ramps, pools 
and banks. 

“A lot of the park is based on flow, and 
how a skater can move from one feature 
to the next without stopping and turning 
around," Eichen says, “which is what you 
have to do at our park right now.” 

Some signature features were also 
added to the original design to make the 
park unique to its waterfront locale, Eichen 
adds, including a transparent Plexiglas 
“wallride," a triangular bank shaped like a 
sailboat and a double-humped ramp that 
pays tribute to Lake Champlain’s most 
elusive aquatic resident, Champ. 

From Merriman Shapiro’s perspective, 
the new park is already a success in 
terms of community empowerment and 
participation. She points out that this 
project has attracted the involvement of a 
significant number of local businesses and 
people who don't ordinarily get involved 
in city-planning projects, especially among 
those under the age of 40. 

That’s not too surprising, since the 
median age of skateboarders in Vermont 
is 21.5. Nationally, participation in 
skateboarding has grown 40 percent since 


2008, according to the National Sporting 
Goods Association. 

Merriman Shapiro won’t publicly 
disclose the projected cost of the new park, 
since the city will soon begin receiving 
bids on it and doesn’t want to influence the 
results. Construction is expected to start 
in late summer. 

Admittedly, cobbling together the 
financing for this project has required 
some deft maneuvering. Since the city 
secured federal transportation dollars 
to realign the bike path near the Moran 
Plant, some of that money will cover the 
cost of demolishing the existing skate 
park. However, because that work needs 
to coincide with the bike path adjustment, 
some of the funding for the new skate 
park will be decoupled from the rest of the 
Moran redevelopment project. 

That said, Merriman Shapiro notes 
that the city and the Burlington Skatepark 
Coalition have already raised some private 
funds toward the cost of construction, 
including a $10,000 grant from the 
Tony Hawk Foundation, a $3720 federal 
community development block grant and 
$7000 in last December's “buy a brick” 
fundraiser. Additionally, talks are under 
way with a number of Burlington-area 
businesses, foundations and deep-pocketed 
private donors. As she puts it, “It took a 
community to build the last skate park." 

Meanwhile, Burlington skaters are 
focused on the final, two-week push 
to land a $50,000 Pepsi Refresh grant. 
Burlington’s is one of 350 projects 
nationwide competing for that money. 
As Merriman Shapiro explains, the Pepsi 
Refresh grant is basically a “national 
popularity contest.” Participants can vote 
for up to 10 of their favorite projects every 
day. Local business owners Trina Zide and 
Brendan Foster at Maven have a computer 
set up in their shop to encourage patrons 
to vote for Burlington's skate park project 
once a day through the deadline of 
midnight on May 31, 2011. 

Although the city plans to build the new 
park regardless of whether Burlington 
wins the grant — it's expected to open 
sometime in 2012 — Merriman Shapiro 
says this is “one way for people to help us 
raise the money without actually having to 
give us money."©

But Frog Hollow 
doesn’t want to. Executive 
director rob hunter says 
those words are exactly 
what make the designa- 
tion worthwhile. He and 
his board of directors have 
stood firm in their camp, 
and their application has 
been in limbo ever since. 

To be clear, no one’s 
asking Frog Hollow to take 
down the sign currently on 
its Church Street gallery, or 
all the marketing and packaging material it 
already has in stock. The state has simply 
requested that, when the time does come 
to replace those items, the "offending” 
words be left out. 

Frog Hollow, which currently rep-

In 2006, when craft galleries across 
the state were struggling, Gov. jim Douglas 
signed an executive order that revised the 
process of state-craft-cen- 
ter designation. The idea

artists and artisans, they

What did the 
designation get them? A presence on the 
state-run website and stickers and a plaque 
display in their windows announcing

says Hunter. He doesn’t 
have a problem with other 
galleries getting the state’s 
imprimatur, but he thinks 
that if an organization can't 
include the designation in 
its official name, “there’s 
absolutely no benefit of 
being a state craft center.” 

Many of the artists 
Frog Hollow represents 
agree, gary starr, a 
Middlebury wood carver 
who displays his bird decoys at both Frog 
Hollow and Artisans Hand, says those four 
little words make a big difference. "It’s a 
stamp of credibility,” he says. “Not for the 
people who live in Vermont ... but some- 
body else walking down Church Street, 
who sees the designation." The little stick- 
ers and plaques don’t stand out enough, 
Starr suggests. 

With its application stalled, Frog 
Hollow is holding out for a new executive 
order from the Shumlin administration 
— and Hunter says the prospects look 
promising. 

The designation committee is in the 
process of reformulating, says Vermont’s 
chief marketing officer, kathy murphy. All 
but one of its members’ terms expire this 


year, and the state is looking for 
new volunteers to serve. They will reex- 
amine the governor’s executive order and 
possibly revise the criteria, including how 
venues can display the words “Vermont 
State Craft Center." Murphy says this 
transition has contributed to the delay in 
responding to Frog Hollow’s petition. 

Hunter is determined not to lose those 
vital words in his organization’s name. 
“I’m not asking for special treatment,” he 
says. “But we were the first in the nation. 
We have that long history. I don’t see why 
it’s a big deal to grandfather us in." ®

An Original Play Adds 
Drama to the Jazz Fest

W hen Burlington is striking 
up the bands during the 

DISCOVER JAZZ FESTIVAL, local 

playwright and jazz trum- 
peter Stephen goldberg will hit the stage 
with live theater: His jazz-centric play 
Burning Bridges, produced in cooperation 
with the jazz fest, opens at off center for 
the dramatic arts on June 1. 

Goldberg will reprise the role 
of down-and-out horn player 
Tony Franks. 

The play has been pro- 
duced twice before. Goldberg 
directed jazz guitarist kip meaker as Tony 
in a 1999 club metronome show; film- 
maker allan nicholls directed Goldberg 
in the part at the flynnspace in 2003. 
Nicholls directs Goldberg again in the cur- 
rent production. And, though Goldberg 
admits he's reluctant to rewrite, the show 
includes substantia] changes. There’s 
“more meat ... tension, stuff content,” he 
says, especially for the female lead, played 
by tracey girdich. “There's something big 
in the plot," Goldberg adds cryptically, 
“something big that she’s gone through." 

Fans of the playwright’s gritty rep- 
ertoire can expect this work to revel 
in the underbelly of the contemporary 
jazz scene — dark underbellies being 
Goldberg’s comfort zone. In Burning 
Bridges, he draws on his rich reservoir of 
experience mixing with jazz musicians in 
New York City in the 1960s. The character 


of Tony Franks, for example, was inspired 
by real-life trumpeter Tony Fruscella, who 
died of liver cirrhosis in 1969. “I've been 
on the really crazed, New York drugged- 
out scene,” Goldberg says. “I knew these 
people when I was really young. There 
are so many characters ... I mean, really 
unbelievable stuff" 

Goldberg’s Tony has also 
spent time on the wild side and 
must now survive the crucible 
of the recording studio. He’s 
been led back into the booth by 
a young chanteuse, the daugh- 
ter of a jazz crony played by emily day. The 
other session players are james harvey 
on keyboards and ben littenberg on bass. 
paul schnabel plays the exacting producer 
with whom Tony clashes. 

With the bulk of the second act set in 
a recording studio, the play features a fair 
amount of five music — some of it happen- 
ing between takes. “I’m trying to have the 
piece have a certain rhythm, a crescendo, 
some dynamic moments,” Nicholls says. 
A shared musical vocabulary among the 
performers has been a boon to the process, 
he notes. 

The show's staging leverages this ex- 
perience, with Schnabel’s producer doing 
“talk back” to his musicians from the back 
of the house, as if from the control booth. 
Other staging choices that bring the

the competition of a bar or restaurant, and 
to get a decent paycheck.” Barden says he 
envisions a “coproduction model — us and 
the artist,” but acknowledges the business 
details are evolving. The main focus so far 


has been on creating the space and spread- 
ing the word. 

“The audiences around Burlington are 
known as being savvy and discriminating,” 
says McKenzie. “I’d like those people to 
know about what we have going on here.” 

Booking “has been a wee bit more 
involved than I’d thought,” he concedes, 
“but as I’ve been stirring the pot among 
musicians, people are starting to call me." 

McKenzie has three shows lined up for 
this spring and a couple in the fall, and ex- 
pects to fill in more dates over the summer.

Brandon Artists, and 
Open Studio Weekend, 
Keep on Ticking 


A fter the boxes, the stars and 
the sunflowers, time’s up in 
Brandon. 

Which is a way of saying that 
clocks will be the theme of this summer’s 
brandon artists' guild exhibit. It's the 
ninth in a series that started in 2003 with 
Plexiglas pigs decorated by local artists 
and, in recent years, has featured cre- 
ations responding to the cues of “Thinking 
Outside the Box," “Starring Brandon" and 
"Sunflower Power 2010.” 

Clocks became the latest choice be- 
cause “they’re something practical for 
people’s homes and something fun for 
artists to enhance," explains nationally 
popular folk artist warren kimble, 76, the 
catalytic force behind the guild and its 
annual art spectacle. 

Kimble’s contribution to this year’s 
show, "Country Cupboard Clock” is actu- 
ally doubly functional. Not only does it tell 
the time, its painted front panel, showing 
a very tall tree alongside a teensy barn, 
opens to reveal three storage shelves. 
Kimble calls it a “grandmother’s clock” 
because the 4-and-a-half-foot timepiece is 
shorter than a grandfather clock. 

The organizers of the show, titled “Art 
Makes Brandon Tick," clearly couldn’t 
resist time-related puns, nor could a few 
of the artists who have clocked in. 

In sandy mayo's “Times Squared,” for 
example, the numbers of the hours are 
inscribed on blocks that protrude from a 
multicolored checkerboard surface. And a 
swaying slab of cherry wood with a small 
clock embedded near its top is titled — you 
guessed it — “Time Warp.” 

rick haver, who made that piece, also 
assembled the clocks used in all 20 of 
the creations on display. The Shoreham 
resident, a furniture maker by trade, says 
he joined the Brandon guild because of its 
social dimension. “They really do connect 
with the community," Haver observes. 



liza myers has reprised the sunflowers- 
at-night composition that caused con- 
troversy during last summer’s show. She 
caught flak from Brandon zoning officials 
who regarded the 16-by-4-foot sunflower 
painting hung on the outside wall of her 
downtown gallery' as a sign rather than a 
work of art. As such, it exceeded the town’s 
limit on the size of commercial signage. 

Myers’ “Moontime Sunflowers” clock 
isn’t likely to irk anyone. It’s smaller than 
Kimble's clock and is less showy than 
several of the other pieces that will fill the 
guild’s gallery. 

“Art Makes Brandon Tick" opens with 
a reception this Friday, May 27, in con- 
junction with the statewide open studio 
weekend. All the clocks will be auctioned 
on October 8 as a fundraiser for local 
schools and the town-hall renovation. © 
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audience into the action, as well as 
relatively simple, "portable” sets, inspire 
Nicholls to think Burning Bridges could 
tour. “You can stage this play in a bar in 
New Orleans,” he suggests. “You can stage 
this play in a jazz club in Berlin." 

For his part, Goldberg is focused on the 
more immediate challenge of memoriz- 
ing his lines — a humbling bit of payback. 
"Actors complain often about learning my 
lines,” he admits. “And now I realize why.” 
Still, Goldberg didn't entertain the option 


of revising the dialogue “I didn’t want to 
make it easy on myself,” he says. “It’s gotta 
feel like jazz, like it’s happening in this 
moment and never happened before and 
will never happen again.”©

S o, Dominique Strauss-Kahn, 
chief of the International 
Monetary Fund, is charged 
with sexually assaulting a hotel 
maid. And, it turns out, he's been aggres- 
sively horndogging female underlings 
for years. 

California Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger admits to fathering a 
child with his family’s housekeeper. You 
may remember that shortly before the 
2003 gubernatorial election, 16 women 
told the Los Angeles Times he’d sexu- 
ally humiliated or harassed them — for 
instance, walking up to a crew member 
on a movie set and pulling her breast out 
of her shirt. 

Are we shocked? Come on. These are 
powerful men behaving unsurprisingly. 

Why is such behavior so unsurpris- 
ing? Put another way, why can’t power- 
ful men keep their hands off powerless 
women? 

One possibility; They're accus- 
tomed to screwing the powerless. 
Professionally, it’s what they do. 

At the IMF, Strauss-Kahn routinely 
imposes on debtor nations austerity 
programs whose measures devastate the 
poor and, often, fatten the stock portfo- 
lios of the wealthy. 

In California, also in the name of aus- 
terity, the Governator this year presided 
over the near-elimination of the state’s 
welfare-to-work program and its child- 
care for the poor. No “economic girly- 
man,” Arnold. 

Another explanation: These guys are 
exhausted by equality. After all, being 
the male half of a power couple can be 
taxing. Strauss-Kahn is married to Anne 
Sinclair, a TV host known as the French 


Larry King. Schwarzenegger wed 
American political royalty. The wives 
of other highly placed men who fancy 
sleeping down — Silda Spitzer, Hillary 
Rodham Clinton — are hardly slouches,

What’s the deal 
with Burlington’s 
yellow-shirted 
“baby cops”? 


L et's say, for the sake of argument, 
that it’s a sparkling summer 
Saturday afternoon, and you and 
your pals wantto enjoy the weather 
lakeside. You hop on your bikes and head 
down to Burlington's Waterfront Park for 
a little sun and fun. You’ve brought along 
a Frisbee, a Hula-Hoop and a hacky sack 
(this is Burlington, after all), as well as a bag 
of snacks and a small cooler of beer. 

After staking a claim on the grass near the 
water and doing a few turns with your Hula- 
Hoop, you crack open a cold one. You toss the 
bottle cap in the cooler and throw back a few 
swigs. Someone steps into your light. 

So rude, you think to yourself. You lift 
your head and see before you a figure 
dressed in a canary-yellow polo shirt, black 
utility shorts and a duty belt, topped with 
a slightly askew bicycle helmet. You catch 
a glimpse of the words striped across his 
jersey in big, reflective letters — PARKS 
PATROL. The person speaks. He informs 
you that on the waterfront, it's against city 
ordinance to drink beer from a glass bottle. 
You’re going to have to put it away or leave. 



You consider the source of this informa- 
tion. The fresh-faced kid doesn't have a 
badge, a gun or really anything more menac- 
ing than a radio on his belt Do I have to listen 
to him ? you wonder. Furthermore, WTF is up 
with this yellow-shirted buzzkill? Why is he 
trying to harsh on your mellow? 

In reality, these bike-riding, warning- 
giving park patrollers aren’t trying to 
harsh on anything, least of all your mellow. 
What they’re tasked with doing is being 
the eyes and ears of the Burlington Police 
Department during the tourist-heavy 
summer months. They’re not police offi- 
cers, but they have the support of law en- 
forcement. Think of them as police interns. 

The Beach & Parks Patrol Unit has been 
operating in Burlington on and off since 
1985, says Lt. Jen Morrison of BPD. In 
2001, after a hiatus, the police department 
brought the unit back on line. The patrol's 
job description was twofold: to support 
the police by encouraging law and order, 
and serve as Burlington’s ambassadors to 
out-of-town visitors. In this way, Morrison 
says, the parks patrol is a force multiplier. 


Currently, BPD boasts 100 police officers 
and 12 parks-patrol members. 

To belong to the parks patrol, it helps if 
you can take a little guff — or alot, depending 
on the person you’re dealing with, says Riley 
Lessor, 22, a two-year veteran of the unit. 
Essentially, if you’re a yellow shirt, you don’t 
have a lot of authority. Or any, really. The 
parks patrol is authorized to write parking 
tickets, issue warnings, and educate citizens 
on municipal ordinances that involve drink- 
ing in public, campfires and other minor 
indiscretions. But, as Morrison explains, the 
patrol lacks the enforcement capability of 
the police. Its “officers” can't make arrests or 
write municipal tickets. 

That doesn't mean you don't have to 
listen to them. Because what they do have, 
in lieu of a badge and a gun, is a radio 
that patches directly to police HQ. "If you 
choose to disregard the yellow shirts, there 
will be a blue shirt right behind them,” 
Morrison warns. 

And you don't want that to happen. The 
police don't take kindly to folks ignoring 
the parks patrol. For one thing, many of 


them used to be yellow shirts themselves. 
The unit, Morrison says, has historically 
been used as a springboard to the depart- 
ment Second, the police view the parks 
patrol as the folks who do the scut work so 
they don't have to. If you force a cop into 
the picture, you're likely to walk away with 

More often than not, a warning from the 
parks patrol suffices, Morrison says. People 
generally comply with the rules when they 
learn they’re stepping out of bounds. But 
some do like to thumb their noses at the 
so-called baby cops. Typically, Morrison 
explains, the people who disobey are “reg- 
ular players” who are known to the police 
as habitual offenders. They won't give the 
parks patrol the time of day. The hardest 
part of the job, Lessor says, is “putting up 
with all the people who don't respect you 
as a police officer.” 

Given those challenges, the yellow 
shirts can't be meek or have bad interper- 
sonal skills, Morrison says. Rather, they 
have to be self-assured individuals who 
can command authority without a badge. 
And they have to be willing to do a lot of 
biking around. Much of the patrolling is 
done astride a bike saddle. Depending on 
their post, parks-patrol members may be 
in charge of surveying North Beach, the 
downtown waterfront, Oakledge Park, the 
Burlington recreation path or the Church 
Street Marketplace. They earn $11 to $12 an 
hour for their service. 

The annual cost to the city to maintain 
this unit is roughly $3000 to $4000 for uni- 
forms, bicycles and bicycle maintenance, in 
addition to $55,000 for wages. That expen- 
diture is worth it, claims Morrison. The unit 
engenders good will and helps the police 
keep a handle on lower-level infractions. 

So, when they could be stuck educating „

Festival this year. Would you accept the tinier blueberry or strawberry as a sub- 
stitute? Kids will frolic in 100 gallons of blueberry Jell-0 to celebrate the opening 
of the fourth annual 10-day Deerfield Valley Blueberry 
Festival, which sprawls over three towns in the 
Mount Snow area. The organizers promise blue 
cars, blue food, blue art, blue beer and “blue 
adventures” (no word on blue movies). Come 
and do your best Violet Beauregard. 

The ninth annual Strawberry Festival 
at Cedar Circle Farmstand and Education 
Center in East Thetford is a more modest 
event — a one-day deal. But the strawber- 
ries are organic, and so’s the ice cream, so 
you can feel virtuous while stuffing yourself 
with shortcake. If you prefer savory events 
to sweet ones, there’s always the Southern 
Vermont Garlic and Herb Festival, which “claims 
the glory and distinction of raising the biggest 
stink in Vermont,” according to a press release. Expect 
garlic ice cream and ... garlic golf. 

If you’re down south in June, you can’t miss the 
annual Strolling of the Heifers, Vermont's kinder 
and gentler take on the Running of the Bulls. This year, 
besides the usual parade of flower-bedecked bovines 
down Brattleboro’s Main Street, there’s a film fes- 
tival, a farm-themed Tour de Heifer for cyclists 
and, best of all, the creation of what organiz- 
ers hope will be the world's largest maple 
yogurt smoothie. They’re aiming for 335 
gallons and a Guinness World Record, 
and, yes, the monster treat will be locally 
sourced. . 

If you hail from urban parts, you 
really should take in a corn maze, a 
creemee stand or five (see our snack- 
bar survey on page 38, and Lauren 
Ober's creemee chronicle on page 34), 
and a drive-in movie before you leave 
Vermont. Happy trails ... we’ll see you at the 
next Zucchini Fest. 



Sitting in a dark room on a summer day doesn't have to feel totally lame. For in- 
stance, you could be watching a movie about teenage paparazzi or Iran’s under- 
ground music scene.

Despite high waters and low lake temperatures, 
it’s boom time at the Lake Champlain Yacht Club

A fog slowly lifts from Lake 
Champlain, revealing the still, 
glassy surface of Shelburne 
Bay, which is eerily quiet 
for this time of year. On a normal May 
morning, the bay would be a dense, 
swaying forest of sailboats, the air filled 
with the sound of riggings rattling in the 
breeze. However, this has been anything 
but a normal May and, on this particu- 
lar morning, only a lone sailboat rocks 
silently on its mooring. 

Along the grassy western shore of 
this sheltered cove, just a stone’s throw 
from Shelburne Point, sits an unused 
row of overturned dinghies, kayaks, 
canoes and runabouts. The concrete 
boat ramp and wooden staircase that 
lead down to the water are almost com- 
pletely submerged, and a nearby park- 
ing lot is virtually empty. For weeks, the 
docks have been inaccessible from dry 
land. Time and tide may wait for no 
man, but here at the Lake Champlain 
Yacht Club in Shelburne — known more 
succinctly to its 200 or so members as 
the LCYC — the 2011 sailing season will 
have to wait another few weeks until the 
record floodwaters subside. 

There’s still much work to be done 
at the LCYC, as members of the oldest 
yacht club in Vermont — and perhaps 
the oldest on Lake Champlain — gear up 
for another summer on the water. By all 
accounts, yachts are like second 
homes that require continual 
maintenance and upkeep, and j 
the LCYC isn’t the type of place 
where “the help” swab decks and 
repaint hulls. 

Don’t be fooled by the club’s 
hoity-toity name. The LCYC 
isn’t some snooty social club 
where the iiber-rich anchor 
their 80-foot schooners, nibble 
Russian caviar on the veranda 
and peruse the Dow Jones list- 
ings with bored indifference. 

On a typical summer afternoon, 
a visitor is more likely to spot 
a gaggle of teens following one 
another like baby ducks onto 
the lake in a fleet of Flying 
Juniors, or learner sailboats, 
while their parents labor off- 
shore repairing the family’s 
20-foot cabin cruiser. A 


generation of Vermonters is discovering 
the joys of sailing, and many nascent 
boaters are getting their bearings on 
Lake Champlain with the help of the 
LCYC. Its ranks are growing — and in- 
clude some families who don’t even own 
a boat. 

The LCYC’s “Great Room” is a large 
clubhouse built in 1998 with high ceil- 
ings, exposed wood beams and padded 
wicker chairs that face a large granite 
fireplace. On a recent visit, two of the 
club’s longtime members greet me: Mary 
Lintermann, the LCYC’s communica- 
tions director; and Bernadine “Bern” 
Collins, the club's historian and former 
“commodore," or president. (Collins 
was elected the club’s first female com- 
modore in 1988.) The clubhouse walls 
are lined with colorful burgees, or tri- 
angular flags that often fly from sailboat 
riggings, collected by members while 
visiting other yacht clubs around the 
country. 

Ordinarily, the garage doors to the 
clubhouse would be open and families 
would be filling the place for a weekly 
“burger burn," or barbecue, as they 
await relatives returning from a regatta 
or late-afternoon cruise. On this par- 
ticular day, however, the LCYC’s launch, 
the Milo C. Reynolds — named after the 
club's longtime secretary and treasurer 
from 1911 to 1961 — is parked forlornly

As Collins 
explains, the 

LCYC was founded on May 
16, 1887, as an outgrowth of the Sharpie 
Yacht Club of Burlington. The club's 
original mission was to “encourage the 
introduction and development of yacht- 
ing on Lake Champlain,” particularly at 
a time when virtually all boat traffic on 
the lake consisted of commercial ves- 
sels. Over its 124-year history, the LCYC 
erected several clubhouses at the foot of 
College Street in Burlington. The third 
one, built in 1913 — the two earlier ones 
burned down — inspired the design 
of the current Burlington Community 
Boathouse. 

There was a time, Collins admits, 
when the LCYC was quite a bit stuffier 
than its modern incarnation. Local lore 
has it that several members splintered 
off from the club in 1936 to form the 
Malletts Bay Boat Club in Colchester, 
hoping to escape the LCYC's “highfalu- 
tin social atmosphere." 

The club fell dormant as the Great 
Depression waned and stayed that 
way throughout World War II, Collins 
reports. It wasn’t until 1962 that a new

generation of sailing enthusiasts pur- 
chased the club’s current property on 
Shelburne Bay and ‘'reactivated” it. 

Ever since, the LCYC has been run 
as a self-governing, nonprofit organi- 
zation, in which all but 5 percent of 
membership dues go to covering the 
club’s operating budget. As Lintermann 
points out, it’s also a hands-on working 
club, which means that members are 
expected not only to pay their dues but 
also to contribute sweat equity toward 
the maintenance and upkeep of the 
property and equipment. Just last week, 
they held their annual spring workday to 
clean up debris that the high water left 
behind. Lintermann often advises new 
members, “Bring your work gloves!”

The LCYC still adheres to its found- 
ing mission of promoting boating and 
sailing on the lake, with an emphasis 
on racing, cruising and lake education. 
But the current heart and soul of the 
club seems to be its junior sailing pro- 
gram, which is open to members and 
nonmembers alike. Since 70 percent of 
the club’s 175 vessels are wind powered, 
much of the emphasis is on teaching 
young people the ins and outs of catch- 
ing the wind, tying knots and getting 
home safely. 

From May through October, the 
LCYC holds club races every Wednesday 
evening, and about a dozen other races 
and regattas on weekends. It hosts 
frequent regional and national-class 
regattas, too, as well as noncompetitive 
“cruises” up and down Lake Champlain. 
A typical cruise starts from Shelburne 
Bay, runs north to Point Au Roche (just 
north of Plattsburgh), south to Diamond 
Island (off Kingsland Bay) and back 
home to Shelburne. Some members 
organize longer trips and take their 
boats "off lake” — they've ventured as 
far south as Cuba and as far north as the 
Maine coastline, Collins notes.

W hen I was a child growing 
up in Pittsburgh, one of 
my favorite summertime 
excursions was driving 
with my parents to get a Dairy Queen 
— meaning the airy yet silky ice cream 
pumped from a machine and swirled 
atop a cake cone. That we didn’t 
have an actual Dairy Queen within a 
20-mile radius of our home was no 
matter. It was our generic term for 
soft-serve ice cream. 

I begged my parents to take me 
to the knockoff D.Q. stand so I could 
get a heap of vanilla and chocolate 
twisted into a spiral and topped with 
waxy sprinkles or dipped in equally 
waxy chocolate. But as I got older, I 
forgot about Dairy Queen. I became 
smitten with frozen yogurt (it was 
healthy!). Then I got hooked on pints of 
Ben & Jerry's (it was novel!). 

Plus, I moved around and landed in 
places where soft-serve ice cream just 
wasn’t a thing. In the years between 
high school and my mid-twenties, I 
don’t recall ever making a special trip 
for it. But then I moved to Vermont, 
home of the creemee. Or the creamee. 
Or the kreemee, kreamie or creeme. 

In Vermont, unless you’re lactose 
intolerant, you love creemees. It's writ- 
ten in the state charter that you must. In 
fact, if you do not eat at least half a dozen 
creemees a year, you will be fined for 
your insubordination. All babies bom 
in the state receive a gift certificate for 
their first creemee along with their birth 
certificate. And the state legislature re- 
quires all towns to support at least one 
creemee stand within their boundaries. 

Perhaps not. But it can’t be denied 
that people in this state are obsessed 
with soft-serve. So much so that if you 
dare to call the confection anything 
other than a creemee, you will be vie wed 
with disdain as a flatlander. But why? 
What is it about the creemee that makes 
it sacrosanct? And how did it come to 
have its own special Vermont name? 

Before we can tackle those pressing 
questions, we have to know a little some- 
thing about the concoction itself. Not 
surprisingly, the origins of soft-serve are 
somewhat disputed, writes Jeri Quinzio, 
in her recent book Of Sugar and Snow: A 
History of Ice Cream Making. 

In one of the accounts, the cofound- 
ers of Dairy Queen, J.F. McCullough and 
his son, Alex, wanted to find a way to 


ice cream to vacationers driving by. The 
soft ice cream sold better than the 
hard, and a new product was born. 

Regardless of who hit on the idea 
of soft-serve first, its popularity is 
indisputable. Both Dairy Queen 
and Carvel launched wildly suc- 
cessful franchise businesses 
that continue today — just not 
in Vermont. Both outfits once 
maintained Green Mountain 
franchises, but now their names 

than 400 creemee stands. 

The technology of soft-serve 
has changed over the years. For a 
while, soft-serve shops continued 
to sell melting ice cream much as 
they had when the product was 
first developed, says Dan Scruton, 
dairy-section chief for the Vermont 
Department of Agriculture, Food and 
Markets. But, by the 1950s, dairy prod- 
uct companies such as Hood, based in 
Lynnfield, Mass., began developing their 
own soft-serve mixes. Some were pow- 
dered, but most, including Hood's, took 
a liquid form. 

These mixes were typically lower in 
milk-fat content than was hard-packed 
ice cream. While traditional hard ice 
cream must be at least 10 percent milk 
fat, soft-serve ranges from 2 percent 
milk fat to 14 percent, says Sarah Barow, 
spokesperson for Hood. Most creemees 
sold in Vermont contain 5 percent milk 
fat. 

There’s no agreement on who sold 
the first creemee in Vermont or how 
creemees proliferated through the state. 
But there is evidence that soft-serve 
stands are longtime residents. Stands 
such as the Dairy Creme in Montpelier, 
formerly a Dairy Queen, date back to the 
middle of the last century. 

This isn’t true nationwide, says Peg 
Checchi, a chef / instructor at New 
England Culinary Institute. Soft-serve 
stands aren’t nearly as numerous in 
other states, nor are they destinations in 
the summer. Checchi, who now lives in 
Chicago and serves as NECI’s distance- 
education coordinator, grew up in 
Westford and remembers piling into 
her parents’ truck with her siblings and 
driving to a creemee stand in Milton. 
Living in the Midwest, Checchi laments 
that not only does no one know about 
her beloved creemees, but she can’t find 
anywhere to get one. People just don’t go

What lies behind Vermont’s devotion 
to soft-serve ice cream?

make ice cream taste better. In 1938, rea- 
soning that the low temperature of ice 
cream prevented consumers from fully 
tasting its flavors, they decided to raise 
the treat’s temperature. Traditional 
ice cream is stored at 0 degrees 
Fahrenheit, while soft-serve mix is kept 


at about 24 degrees. Lo and behold, the 
McCulloughs’ soft ice cream was a hit. 

Around the same time, Tom Carvel, 
founder of Carvel Ice Cream, began ped- 
dling hard ice cream in a truck. When 
the truck broke down, Carvel left the ve- 
hicle where it was and sold his melting 


gaga for soft-serve out there like they do 
here, Checchi says. 

Why don’t non-Vermonters love cree- 
mees the way we do? Or rather, why do 
we love them so much? At first blush, it 
seems obvious: Ice cream is delicious. 
And, if it’s Vermont ice cream, it's the 
best in the country, state dairy guru 
Scruton contends. “Our milk does taste 
better, and I’m not at all prejudiced," 
he says. Since half the milk produced 
in New England comes from Vermont, 
there’s a good chance your creemee has 

While ice cream is delicious, cree- 
mees, with their increased air content 
and melt-in-your-mouth texture, seem 
especially exciting. A creemee is unique, 
says Sue Bette, owner of Bluebird Tavern, 
whose Church Street coffee kiosk just 
began selling specialty soft-serve. “It's 
softer, it’s refreshing, it’s smooth on the 
palate,” she explains. 

Are we the only people who under- 
stand that? Clearly not, says Checchi. 
She hypothesizes that, for Vermonters, 
creemees symbolize the end of winter 
and represent the spring rebirth. Finally, 
we can leave our homes, be outside with- 
out 12 layers of clothing and see other 
people. The creemee stand is where that 

Tom Wallace, who has owned Village 
Creeme Stand in Bristol for 30 years, 
agrees with Checchi's assessment of the 


outdoor venue's appeal. “The earlier we 
can open, the better. It's sort of a sign of 
spring," he says. “People kind of attack 
the place in the spring." Around July 
4, Wallace's business trails off slightly, 
perhaps because people are over the 
novelty of being outside and eating ice 
cream — the excitement of a new season

“Since refrig- 
erators with freez- 
ers were relatively 
slow in replacing the

soft ice cream straight from the hand- 
cranked ice-cream freezer persisted, and 
soft-serve was reminiscent of the hand- 
made experience.” 

OK, but how about the name? And is 
a creemee really any different from a bog 
standard soft-serve cone? 

The answer to the second question

is no. Hood, the largest seller of cree- 
mee mix in the state, also purveys its 
soft-serve concoction throughout the 
Northeast. This year, Hood will produce 
approximately 4.85 million gallons of 
soft-serve mix. That’s a whole lot of ice 
cream (New Englanders consume more 
ice cream than any other region in the 
country), and all of it is nearly identical. 
Any differences in flavor probably come 
c’s milk-fat percentage or the 
maintenance and 
calibration of the 
soft-serve machine, 
which has to be me- 
ticulously cleaned 
and cared for to 
maintain creemee 
consistency. All the 
creemee machines 
in Vermont are made 
by Taylor Freezer 
of New England, 
which determines 
the overrun, or 
amount of air in the 
product relative to the mix. 

Wallace’s Village Creeme Stand was 
once voted purveyor of the best cree- 
mees in the state, a designation that 
makes him chuckle. “People say, “You 
have the best creemee we’ve had in the 
state,’ and there’s really no reason for 
it, because we all use a Hood product,” 
he says. “Maybe it’s just because we do 


an extremely high volume and are more 
consistent.” 

The origin of the “creemee" name is 
still confounding. Some suspect it's de- 
rived from the product's most prominent 
physical characteristic — it’s creamy — 
an explanation that lacks imagination 
as well as sex appeal. Others speculate 
that the name is a bastardization of the 
Quebecois term for ice cream — creme 
glacee — and that makes sense, given our 
proximity to the Francophone province, 
which has its own creemee stands. I’m 
no lexicographer, but the latter seems 
a more likely explanation. Otherwise, 
wouldn’t all soft-serve products the 
country over be called creemees? 

Wherever the name came from, 
the simple truth is this: We love our 
creemees. Whether they're chocolate, 
vanilla or, our state specialty, maple, 
we lust after them with a near-cultish 
passion. 

The promise of a creemee is what 
keeps us going during our long winters. 
And the arrival of the first creemee in the 
spring is a signal that warmer weather 
and brighter days are ahead. A Dairy 
Queen it is not. And that’s just fine by me.

The Green Mountain Comedy Festival puts local comics on the map 


He calls his second maxim the Stickiness 
Factor, a measure of how memorable 
messages or ideas are. The final rule is 
the Power of Context: “Epidemics are 
sensitive to the conditions and circum- 
stances of the times and places in which 
they occur.” 

Gladwell most likely never in- 
tended his theory to be applied to the 
development of a fledgling, and at 
times nonexistent, comedy scene in 
the rural Northeast. However, as the 
third annual Green Mountain Comedy 
Festival gets under way this week, 
featuring 30-plus local comics, all 
the writer’s criteria seem to fit. With 
more comics and, increasingly, more 
outlets in which to perform, standup 
in Vermont may have reached its tip- 
ping point. 


The Law of the Few 


Until recently, standup comedy in 
Vermont was an afterthought, a 
performing art generally banished to 
ignominy. Aside from the annual Higher 
Ground Comedy Battle — a fun, if 
inconsistent, showcase of local standup 
talent — and occasional performances by 
veteran comics such as Jason P. Lorber 
or Josie Leavitt and her band of fellow 
funny women, the Vermont Comedy 
Divas, there wasn’t much to laugh about 
in the Green Mountains. But that has 
changed, thanks in large part to Leavitt, 
who has taught a standup-comedy class 
in Burlington for the past six years, 
and to comedians Kathleen Kanz and 
Nathan Hartswick, the dedicated duo 
behind this year’s GMCF. 

Gladwell’s theory calls for “the 
involvement of people with a specific 
and rare set of social gifts.” He could 
be describing Kanz and Hartswick, the 
de facto architects of Vermont’s rising 
comedy scene. 

Kanz is a Boston native who lives 
in Montpelier, where she has booked a 
monthly comedy showcase at the Black 
Door Bar and Bistro since 2007. She 
founded the Green Mountain Comedy 
Festival in 2009. 


I n his best-selling book The Tipping 
Point, Malcolm Gladwell examines 
the phenomenon of phenomena 
and attempts to uncover the mecha- 
d nisms behind epidemic social trends.

change or, in his words, reaches its “tip- 
ping point.” 

Gladwell's first rule is the Law of the 
Few, which states, “The success of any 
kind of social epidemic is heavily depen- 
dent on the involvement of people with 
a particular and rare set of social gifts.”

hosts another 
monthly comedy 
show.

comedians such as Zach 
Galifianakis, Daniel

The Power of Context 

(Or, I Get No Respect) 

So, why now? After years of 
comparatively little activity, how has 
the scene reached a point where it 
can support an ambitious festival like 
GMCF? Why has Vermont comedy, as 
Leavitt puts it, “exploded”? 

It provides indispensable opportuni- 
ties, for starters. As Hartswick notes, 
standup comedy is unique among per- 
forming arts in that, to become good at it, 
you have to do it in front of an audience. 

“You can't sit in your bedroom prac- 
ticing and become a good comic," he 
says. 'You need an audience to interact 

More outlets to perform, such as 
Ryan’s open mic, Kanz’s monthly show- 
cases and several other comedy nights 
around the state, give comedians more 
opportunities to hone their craft. In turn, 
these more polished comedians draw 
larger audiences, which necessitate the 
opening of more outlets. It’s a classic 
(rubber) chicken-or-the-egg situation. 

“There are so many more people 
trying comedy for the first time,” says 
Ryan, who will perform at two GMCF 
showcases, one on Saturday at the Big 
Picture Theater & Cafe in Waitsfield 
and one on Sunday at the Cellar in 
Burlington.

A fter an intense winter and a soaking spring, it seems summer is finally on 
the horizon. For some people, that means bike rides and water sports; for 
others, warmer days mean two things: creemees and fries. 

For the third year, the Seven Days food team has done the legwork 
to let readers know where to get their snack on along Vermont’s highways and 
byways. This year, we traveled from Chittenden County to the Upper Valley tasting 
peanut-butter-and-jelly creemees, gyros and even championship barbecue. The oft- 
maligned snack bar seems to be upping its game to appeal to foodies, and summer 
has never tasted better. 


DAIRY CREME 

320 State Street, Montpelier, 
223-5802. Season: April through Hal- 
loween. Hours: Daily, 11 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

If “Dairy Creme” sounds suspiciously 
like a certain big ice cream chain, that’s 
because the former started its life as 
a Dairy Queen in the 1940s. Sheriff’s 
deputy Raymond Quero, who owned the 
snack bar from 1961 to 1973, is the one 
who made Dairy Creme independent. 

Quero passed away in 1995, but his 
wife, Roxy, says he gave away free Dilly 
Bars (now called “dairy bars”) every 



Halloween. The ice cream shade still 
serves frozen treats through the month 
of October. 

It was the next owner, Lee Hershey, 
who moved the business from Berlin 
Street to State Street. A UPS driver by 
the name of ClifTDodge took over in 1997, 
after Hershey's death. Today, Dodge is 
retired from Big Brown but is still con- 
cocting unique creemee combinations 
at Dairy Creme, such as a peanut-butter- 
and-grape swirl. 

At any time of day, you're apt to find 
the waterfront location swarming with 
high school sports teams and young 
families looking to cool down. Dodge 
says hot-fudge sundaes and blizzards 
are the most popular items, but the $4 
family-sized brownie sundae seems to 
go down easy with plenty of customers. 
The chewy brownies and mound of ex- 
tra-thick vanilla creemee sit like islands 
in a shallow pool of hot fudge for a true 
flavor getaway. 

The creemees come in an ever- 
changing array of flavors, with nondairy 
options, as do the milk shakes, ranging 



This whimsically named spot plays 
with snack-bar preconceptions. When 
we pulled up to the orange-and-white 
hut in the middle of Fairlee — where 
it’s stood since 1962 — a line snaked 
from the order window on a chilly, 
rainy day.

The menu here has all the standards:

Buzz Out 

MAGLIANERO, 47 MAPLE STREET 
(AROUND BACK), BURLINGTON. 

For a long time now, michael 
jager has been nursing the 
vision of a Burlington creative 
and commuter hub in the vein 
of New York City’s Gerde’s 
Folk City or Zurich’s Cabaret 
Voltaire. On Friday, he’ll bring 
that vision to life in the form 
of a massive, industrial-chic 
cafe to open steps from the 
Burlington bike path, in the 
basement of the JDK building. 

“It’s been building in my 
mind and heart for the last 
four or five years,” says Jager 
of maglianero, which he named 
for the black jersey given 
to the last cyclist to finish 
an Italian race. Jager, chief 
creative officer of JDK Design, 
is also a dedicated cyclist who 
pedals to work most days of 
the year. “I’ve always wanted 
to participate in and allow that 
cafe experience where cultural 
collusion happens, whether 
it’s artists, designers, athletes, 
playwrights, musicians or writ- 
ers. [We wanted to] facilitate 
creative, positive change and 
help people meet each other 
and share ideas,” he says. And 
drink really, really good coffee. 

Maglianero, which is 
accessed from the back of the 
JDK building, offers plenty of 
room for creative ferment: The 
4000-square-foot space has 


long hosted exhibitions and 
events and even features a 
skate park along one wall. The 
skate ramps remain, but the 
meandering space now has pine 
and ash tables and counters, 
benches, chairs, and two 
enormous communal tables 
for meetings both casual and 
formal. Murals cover the walls, 
and wireless access is a given. 

Jager says the cafe epito- 
mizes his goal of a “modern 
mobility movement" that 
celebrates the environmen- 
tal and fitness benefits of 
bicycling, skateboarding and 
walking. The space has an 
indoor comer to rest bikes, “for 
people who are just slipping 
in; we don't want them to have 
to worry about locking it,” says 
cafe manager jesse bladyka. 
Also on hand are tools to fix 
tires and perform tune-ups and 
equipment for cleaning both 
bikes and their sweaty riders: 
an outdoor hose and an indoor 
shower. The staff plans to bring 
in high-profile local cyclists for 
classes and lectures. 

But, if cycling is a central 
passion here, so is coffee. The 
nerve center of the space 
is the copper-topped bar. A 
longtime barista, Bladyka 
heard about the gestating 
Maglianero through the "coffee 
community” while working 
in Wyoming and moved back 
to his home state this spring 
to help manage the venture. 
He’s shown his commitment to 



capturing coffee’s subtlety of 
flavor by experimenting with 
different brewing methods 
for the beans that have been 
carefully chosen and roasted 
by mane alves of Waterbury ’s 

VERMONT ARTISAN COFFEE & TEA CO. 

Alves has direct-sourced 
three single-origin roasts — 
one each from Ethiopia, Kenya 
and Guatemala — and worked 
with the farmers to set prices. 
Bladyka plans to offer slower 
brewing methods, such as cafe 
solo, pour-over and ice drip, 
during off-peak hours. He’s 
putting his staff through a 
40-hour training regimen. “It's 
an art and a craft, and it needs 
to be practiced with care,” says 
Bladyka. 

The bar is outfitted with a 
La Marzocco espresso machine 
on a swivel stand, so it can be 
used for demonstrations. A 


glass case will house pastries, 
bagels, and perhaps grab- 
and-go yogurt and fruit. Don’t 
expect much else to start — 
coffee is the star here, along 
with a small selection of teas 
from Vermont Artisan. 

Maglianero will serve 
Monday through Thursday, 7 
a.m. to 4 p.m.; Friday, 7 a.m. to 7 
p.m.; and Saturday and Sunday, 8 
a.m. to 4 p.m. It will continue to 
serve as an art exhibition space, 
as well as a lecture and for-hire 
meeting area and live music 
venue. Jager and crew will use 
the space to debut a cycling 
apparel line ranging from caps 
to gloves that will ultimately 
include “custom-tailored, 
bespoke pieces,” he says. 

But for now, he’s focusing 
on tailoring a new hangout 
for creative and business 
communities that love their 


caffeination as much as their 
pedal power.

— sweet potato fries; a bacon, egg and 
blue cheese salad served over mesclun 
greens; and pulled pork and brisket 
sandwiches. 

Brisket? Yup. It’s sweet, smoky 
and moist, served on a bun alongside 
creamy, tang)' cole slaw and fresh- 
baked beans. Turns out the owners, 
Crystal Johnson and Mark Fifield, helm 
a barbecue team called Bare Bones BBQ 
that competes around the country (and 
sometimes wins). 

Some of that fiery magic appears at 
the Whippi Dip on the first Saturday 
of every month, when the pair holds 
barbecues. (When the Whippi Dip is 
closed for the season, head next door 
to the Whistlestop Cafe to pick up 
the goods.) At these weekend parties, 
diners can score anything from ribs 
to chicken to duck, as 
well as delectable 
side dishes such 
as salads of fiddle- 
heads or red-skin 
potatoes and 

cheddar- 
andouille 
grits.

farms, where 
Johnson and 
Fifield source as 
much of their meat and 
produce as possible. Johnson 
explains: “We’re less interested in 
sauce, and more interested in meat. 
We’re also into the ground-up ap- 
proach. We built our own cookers, and 
we make our own charcoal, as well as 
our sauces and rubs.” 

The ground-up approach shows 
on the rest of the menu, as well. The 
Whippi Dip kitchen staff cut their 
own fries and blend their own sundae 
sauces, from hot fudge to rhubarb to 
lemon curd. They also put together 
refreshing dishes for those who prefer 
more refined fare, such as a sage- 
chicken-salad sandwich served on a 
fresh, flaky croissant. It’s a two-handed 
affair eating the creamy, herbaceous 
chicken chunks dotted with red grapes. 
The onion rings are super-crisp and not 
too greasy. Bliss.

Aloe water and Herbalife meal-replace- 
ment shakes aren’t what one expects 
to find on a snack-bar stop, but Sandy’s 
Drive-In is full of surprises. 

Opened in the 1950s and previ- 
ously known as 
Shorty’s Swirly 
Top, the Sharon 
mainstay has 
a history of 
serving the 
community. 
It used to 


style tag sales that continued until 
eBay and Craigslist eclipsed them, says 
owner Sharon Aldrich. Her family has 
owned Sandy’s for 34 years, and she’s 
run the joint herself for 11. The recent 
addition of fruity diet shakes is the 
work of her son, Alan, who’s a vendor 
of the health-food brand when he’s 
not flipping burgers and scooping ice 
cream. 

Ninety-cent burgers bring in locals 
and travelers alike. On “Cruise Nights,” 
diners arrive in their vintage cars, and 
the retro feel extends to patties priced 
at SO®. 

But Sandy's uncommon creations are 
never pricey. The $6.25 Thanksgiving 
Feast grinder is best eaten in the snack 
bar's small, air-conditioned dining 
room, its walls lined with historical 
photos of the building and Nascar 
merchandise. 

The thin portion of turkey seems 
like an afterthought in the fluffy hoagie 
bun filled with powerfully sage-flavored 
stuffing, a slathering of mayo and 
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in South Burlington that, 
until recently, housed a 
Blockbuster. In Rutland, a 
store will probably open at 
the junction of Routes 4 and 
7 near Aspen Dental, says 
Vasey, who spends part of 
each winter in Stowe. He's 
already advertised for a 
general manager to help him 
run his new locations. 

In the not-so-distant 
future, Vasey says, he hopes 
to open a spot in Williston. 
He adds, "We’re trying to 
keep our eyes peeled and 
look for opportunities on 
Church Street The average 
UVM student will pick [the 
burgers] up and won’t put 
them down.” 

Vasey says he’s not 
concerned about the all-local 
ethos of many Vermonters. 
“There’s a really handmade, 
nothing-processed attitude 
that gets a lot of respect 
here,” he says. “That’s right 
in [Five Guys’] wheelhouse 
... It’s not a push-button 
fast-food operation. There’s 


no proprietary super-duper 
microwave. It's as handmade 
as you can get.” 

Now, if only we could 
have some of Five Guys’ 
complimentary peanuts 


Say Uncle 

SOUTH BURLINGTON 
PIZZERIA OPENS 
A sign at 360 Dorset Street 
may still say Lee’s Chinese 
Restaurant, but for almost 
three weeks, Uncle Tony’s 
Pizza has been baking New 
York-style pies at the South 
Burlington location. 

The four owners expected 
to be lifers at local Domino’s 
Pizza franchises — until last 
year, when they decided 
to strike out on their own. 
“Last October was 25 years,” 
says dean goss of his tenure 
at the chain. “It was a long 
marriage that started to sour 
a bit. Now Domino’s has 
declared war on us.” 

Goss, along with his 


partners ashley lacey, alan 

GOLDING and CURTIS COOTWARE, 

had grown dissatisfied not 
only with the work conditions 
at their Domino's, but also 
with the quality of the food. 
“The amount of really good 
pizza in the area is, frankly, 
unacceptable,” says Goss. 

He and his friends 
wanted to make everything 
from scratch and use local in- 
gredients whenever possible. 
That means that, for now, the 
basil in Tony's pizza sauce is 
local and organic, but they’re 
using California tomatoes. 

Made-to-order cannoli 
have already become a 
signature item. The filling, 
says Goss, is composed of 
only four ingredients, includ- 
ing VERMONT BUTTER & CHEESE 

creamery mascarpone. One 
end is dipped in pistachios 
for saltiness, while dark- 
chocolate chips add complex 
bitterness on the other. 

The pizzas themselves, 
available for delivery, takeout 


600-degree oven for a thin, 
crunchy crust. Goss says the 
standard pies are relatively 
classic, but diners have found 
one secret ingredient addic- 
tive. He assures potential 
customers, “There’s no 
nicotine and no heroin." 

Specialty pizzas include 
both sauced and white options. 
Tony’s has plenty of classics, 
such as barbecue chicken 
(with homemade barbecue 
sauce) and Hawaiian pies, but 
also less familiar toppings such 
as frutti di mare, clams casino 
and shrimp scampi. A roasted- 
chicken, garlic, jalapeno 
and bacon pie is called “the 
Flaming Chicken.” 

Hot and cold sandwiches, 
pastas, and salads are also on 
the menu, all with home- 
made sauces and dressings. 
However, Goss says he’s 
particular proud of the wide 
range of desserts. Besides the 
cannoli, there are cinnamon- 
caramel monkey bread and a 
trio of calces — a far cry from 
Cinna Stix, indeed. 


or dining at the restaurant's 
few tables, are cooked in a 



straight-from-the-can slices of cran- 
berry sauce. A large Styrofoam cup filled 
with steaming hot gravy comes on the 
side for dipping. It’s not bad for coating 
the crisp fries, either. 

Though the fried-chicken dinner 
isn’t made from scratch, the honey- 
stung, shattering coating is worth a try. 
It’s paired with mashed potatoes with a 
well of gravy. 

A decade ago, before he went on his 
Herbalife kick, Alan introduced fried 
dough to the snack bar — and a sundae 
that should live in delicious infamy. 

The $4.25 Vermont maple dough 
sundae starts with a plate-sized portion 
of crisp dough. It's topped with a liberal 
shower of maple syrup and crushed wal- 
nuts. Diners select from 24 flavors of soft 
serve (we tried pistachio), and whipped 
cream, more nuts and a cherry finish 
it off. 

This fat-on-fat orgy of hot and cold 
desserts may occasion certain health 
concerns. Just promise yourself, “Next 
time, I'll stick to aloe water.”

Like so many snack bars, White Cottage 
dates back to the era of drive-ins and 
root-beer floats; since 1957, the good 
people of Woodstock have sought quick 
sustenance at this retro-looking respite 
along the banks of the Ottauquechee 

Since buying the place 22 years ago, 
owner John Hurley has gradually intro- 
duced the “healthier options” that, he 
says, more and more customers want in 
their snack-bar rotation. “The kids are 
always going to come, and they want 
grilled cheese, chicken sticks and fries. 
But the moms don't necessarily want 
to eat that stuff,” he adds. So he gets 
fresh seafood from Massachusetts by 
way of Black River Produce, grills the 
salmon for sandwiches and salads, and 



hand-breads and lightly fries the clams 
and scallops. He uses green-leaf lettuce 
instead of iceberg, and offers iced green 


White Cottage’s wall menu proclaims 
its fried clams the best in Vermont. A 
batch of breaded, chewy and salty full- 
bellied clams — accompanied by a pile of 
moist brown fries — is hulking. At $14.95 
for a platter, it’s also not cheap. But 
Hurley thinks people don’t mind paying 
a little extra for high-quality seafood, 
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Open for the Season!

One of 
Castleton’s signature items is fried zuc- 
chini. Wells says it’s a personal favorite 
he's been making since his pre-snack- 
bar days, when he sold food at local 
fairs. The coins of squash are sliced 
thin enough to be comfortingly soft 
but thick enough to remain juicy. Well 
seasoned and hot almost to melting, the 
battered discs are simply too decadent 
to be healthy. Especially when dipped in 
ranch dressing. 

The fried fun doesn't stop there. The 
corn-dog boat is a master version of the 
snack-bar staple; The flavorful dog is 
encased in corn batter with Technicolor- 
bright taste. The accompanying hand- 
cut potatoes are on the thick side and 
so airy they practically emit a hiss with 
each bite, leaving the eater anything but 
deflated. 


COUNTRY CREEMEE 

4281 Route 106, Perkinsville, 
263-5677.

Country Creemee overlooks the sleepy 
crossroads of Routes 131 and 106 in 
southern Vermont, a spot known locally 
as Downer’s Corner. The picnic tables 
out front provide an ideal place to watch 
the world — cars, people and the occa- 
sional tractor — roll by. This giant of a 
snack bar has reigned over the intersec- 
tion since 1957, and the menu appears 
to have undergone only slight revisions 
since; classics such as burgers and soft- 
serve are de rigueur. 

Owner John Diggins has a local rep 
as a curmudgeon, but he’s just running 
the place with no-nonsense Yankee ef- 
ficiency. So if he steers you toward the 
fish and chips, it’s best to comply. The 
golden-brown chunks of fried haddock

Want to buy a snack bar of your own? Call 
John Wells. He's owned the Castleton 
Snack Bar for almost two decades, but 
in recent years he’s wintered in Florida 
or Arizona, returning to Vermont only to 
ply Rutland-area diners with 24 flavors 
of creemees. Now, "I’m trying to retire,” 
he says. 

The buyer will get a classic double- 
wide-style building that has operated 
as a purveyor of fried food since 1956. 
The new owner will also inherit a loyal 
following of customers who dine at the 
wooden picnic tables or in their cars. 

But how’s the food? 

Surprisingly fresh and richer in green

such as the hunks of fresh salmon and 
scallops in his oregano-flecked seafood 
chowder. It’s fragrant and mild, more 
akin to bouillabaisse than a cream bomb. 

The meat in White Cottage’s burgers 
is Vermont raised and ground within 
days of serving; the burger itself is flame- 
broiled and slid onto a bun that has been 
lightly toasted and buttered, for a filling 
interplay of char, fat, butter and crunch. 

Every weekend beginning in early 
July, White Cottage offers up boiled 
lobster, boiled com, red-skinned potato 
salad and prime rib. “We’re trying to 
develop a little bit of a dinner crowd,” 
says Hurley. Though the snack bar is 
scheduled to shut its window when the 
sun disappears, dusk often brings a last- 
minute rush for ice cream — on cones, 
in shakes, in an “authentic banana split" 
or in frappes made with hard ice cream 
and milk. The chocolate frappe is like a 
shake on steroids — dark, sinful and rich. 


CASTLETON SNACK BAR

When diners pull up for their first lunch 
at Bri’s Fries in Colchester, one question 
is inevitable: “Why is everything pink?” 

That's simple, says owner Brian 
Billings. “I like pink. It’s a good adver- 
tisement. Everyone in Colchester knows 
the pink bus.” 

Three years ago, Billings parked 
his big pink bus, surrounded by big 
pink signs, in a location that formerly 
housed another snack bar on wheels, 
That ’70s Bus. Billings, who works the 
rest of the year buying gold and silver 
at Yin's Gift Shop at South Burlington’s 
University Mall, was undeterred by his 
lack of food-service experience. “I eat 


are served over a jumble of really cooked 
finger-length fries. The lightly breaded 
fish flakes easily with your fork and is 
fresh and mild. 

If food from the fryolator isn’t your 
thing, you can try a grilled sweet Italian 
sausage smothered in slithery roasted 
peppers and onions and served on a 
grinder. Or a Mooseburger — a half 
pound of beef on a Kaiser rolL 

Wash it all down with a mildly tart 
lemon slushie, bits of ice clinking as you 
sip, or a can of Moxie. True to its name, 
Country Creemee also serves more than 
50 flavors of soft-serve and cones of 
Gifford’s Famous Ice Cream. On a cooler 
day, try a hot, crispy and addictive slab 
of fried dough dusted with powdered 
sugar. It’s enough to keep your bottom 
parked here all afternoon.

French fries all the time,” he says. “It's 
just what I do." 

His love comes through in the pro- 
cess of making them. Billings starts 
early each day, blanching potatoes he 
cuts himself. The result: dark-brown 
fries that their creator describes as 
more “chewy” than crisp. “My main 
goal — I wish I could have a Bobby Flay 
‘Throwdown’ with Beansies and Al’s,” 
says Billings, referring to Beansies' bus 
in Burlington and Al’s French Frys in 
South Burlington. 

Like its dream competitors, Bri’s 
Fries offers more than salty potatoes. 
Billings and his rotating crew of family 
members make their unique Michigan 
sauce from scratch, staying true to the 
snack bar’s slogan: “It’s not fast food, it's 
good food.” 

The beef-and-onion-based hot-dog 
covering is less sauce than meaty relish, 
with just a hint of heat as it goes down. 
Burgers can also be served Michigan 
style, but a thick bun with a creamy, 
white American cheese slice melting 
into it does just fine as accompaniment. 

One favorite Bri's Fries doesn't offer 
is creemees, but no matter. Ice cream is 
on sale just across the parking lot at the 
Cafe Window.

Standing at the order window of Stowe's 
new Mountain View Snack Bar is akin 
to sitting paralyzed before the menu at 
a Greek diner. A collage of letter-sized 
sheets covering the outer wall tout 
dozens of options, including popcorn 
chicken and burgers topped with bacon 
and blue cheese and waffle cones and 
club sandwiches and jalapeno bottle 
caps and pizza. And Reubens. And 
pastrami. 

Owners Alicia and Ted Colletti 
brought those last few dishes north 
with them when they made the tran- 
sition from running delis in the New 
York area to running snack bars in 
rural Vermont. When they purchased 
their Morrisville flagship five years 
ago — with partners Jenifer and Jesse 
Doubleday — they made sure New 


York-style pizza was on the menu. Two 
years later, they opened a location in 
Hardwick, and a few weeks ago they 
took over what used to be the Shack, 
just north of Stowe. 

The spot boasts an outdoor garden 
with a mountain view that’s an en- 
chanting place to nosh on a gyro, with 



slivers of tangy grilled beef, green- 
leaf lettuce and tomato folded into a 
warm pita and slathered with tangy, 
cucumber-laden tzatziki sauce. It’s 
peppery, messy and a little bit stinky, 
the way a gyro should be. The bright- 
pink beef on the pastrami sandwich is 
smothered in melted Swiss cheese and 
yellow mustard for a smoky, slightly 
puckery dinner. 

Up in Morrisville — where Mountain 
View has been a local institution for 
decades — the kitchen is now offering 
pancakes, egg sandwiches and French 
toast starting at 6 a.m. “It hasn’t taken 
off yet, but we try to add something 
new every year,” says Alicia Colletti. 
Such as the fried pickles — olive-green 
spears that are battered, fried and 
served with any of more than a dozen 

After the tumble of fried batter and 
meat, you can eschew Reese’s sundaes 
and banana boats for a strawberry-and- 
banana milkshake made with fresh 
vanilla ice cream — it's fruity and pink, 
almost light enough to be a smoothie, 
but fatty enough to satisfy. The dessert 
is emblematic of an emerging trend 
in snack-bar fare, at least in Vermont: 
brighter hues, fresher ingredients and 
healthier options. 

Just not too healthy. These are snack 
bars, after all, and the fudge must flow. 
®

S ummer is short and sweet 
in Vermont. As such, we’ve 
grown accustomed to taking 
advantage of it as best we can. 
Assuming this summer isn't a washout 
— it can’t rain the entire summer, can 
it? — one way to make the most of those 
hazy, lazy days is to head for the hills 
and bask in the splendor of music in the 
Green Mountains.

Lewis Franco and 
the Missing Cats, 

All in Stride 

When last we left central-Vermont- 
based hepcat Lewis Franco, the 
songwriter and bandleader was thrilling 
the Baby Bjorn set with a charming 
little children's record, Swingin' in 
Daddyland. Nearly four years later, he’s 
back with a new effort, All in Stride. The 
album is a breezy exposition of mellow 
acoustic swing and often-cheeky 
hothouse jazz. While aimed toward 
more mature ears, it should still appeal 
to fans of all ages — especially if they 
were lucky enough to be weaned on 
records such as Daddyland. 

"Slapstick Comedy” opens the 
record and reintroduces Franco as 
both a gifted guitarist and delightfully 
likeable songwriter. His easy vocal 
delivery makes it seem as though he has 
an eternal Cheshire grin as he coos a 
playful melody around Dono Schabner’s 
slinky guitar line. 

To repeat, this ain’t no children's 
album. “Desperate Buyers” would be 
one song parents may wish to keep 
clear of impressionable ears. A clever, if 
somewhat depressing, allegory centered 
on the seedy allure of prostitutes — yes, 
really — it’s probably best saved for after 
you’ve had “the talk” with junior. Well 
after. Still, it’s a finely conceived and 
executed tune that scores major bonus 
points for degree of thematic difficulty. 

Franco's backing band, the Missing 
Cats, are as compelling as ever, which 
is to be expected given their collective 
pedigree. In addition to Schabner, 
Franco enlists the talents of gypsy- 
jazz guru Will Patton, who shines on 
mandolin and resonator tenor guitar 


throughout, in addition to adding 
pitch-perfect backing vocals. Justin 
Rose is typically solid holding down 
the low-end on upright bass. And 
“guest cat" Colin McCaffrey — who, 
not surprisingly, engineered the record 
— has some nice moments on backing 
vocals, as well as some superb string 
work on “Brother, Can You Spare a 
Dime?” and “Robinson Cemetery.” 

The latter tune is one of several 
examples highlighting Franco’s subtle 
songwriting gifts. While Daddyland was 
notable for his ability to make children’s 
music palatable for adult ears — which 
is no mean feat — here he reveals 
previously unseen nuance. Franco 
wrote all but three of the album’s 
13 tracks and displays impressive 
versatility throughout. From tender 
melancholy on “Robinson Cemetery” to 
playftil teasing on “Nickel and Dimin’ 
Me to Death” and heartfelt longing on 
album closer “Stay With Me,” Franco 
proves he has depth to match his 
significant chops.

River City Rebels, 
Done With Love 

On River City Rebels' eighth album. 
Done With Love, the band taps into a 
more classic-rock-influenced sound 
than its earlier punk canon, presumably 
to show how much the Vermont- 
based band has matured since 1999. 
Unfortunately, the results tend toward 
cliche, and the album doesn’t rock 
nearly as hard as one might expect, 
especially given the Rebels’ raucous 
back catalog. It’s a fun listen once or 
twice, but it gets old fast. 

The album gets off to a promising 
start on “One Sheet.” The saxophone 
lead and backing organ will make you 
want to drive fast with the windows 
down. Vocalist Dan O’Day grabs the 
spotlight and matches his bandmates' 
urgency early on. It sounds like he’s 
singing with his entire body, putting 
everything he has into each line. When 
he howls, “Only the bowery knows 
what I've missed,” it truly feels as if the 
weight of his entire life is behind those 

The next track, “Down in the 
Basement,” highlights everything 
that is wrong on the record. For 


starters, it opens almost exactly the 
same way as “One Sheet.” This time, 
though, the song is an attempt to spin 
a somber story about the hardships 
of the lower class. O’Day reels in his 
vocals in an attempt to match the 
song's melancholia. Instead, he just 
sounds bored. All the feeling he had on 
the previous track is gone. The song 
meanders on until the outro — a minute 
of O’Day repeating the titular phrase, 
“Down in the basement.” 

One of the most inspired moments 
on the album is “Gone Forever." While 
O’Day’s vocal performance still doesn't 
quite match his intensity on the lead 
cut, the addition of Sarah Stovall’s 
violin makes the song. Rather than the 
pointless strings that are often added 
to the background of highly produced 
ballads, her playing is vibrant. Her 
lines dance around the guitar and keys, 
weaving in and out of the melody and 
lending the song a unique texture. 

The album closes with a ballad, 
“Wedding Bells.” While lines such as 
“I hear wedding bells / and I wish the 
best for you,” are delivered with enough 
sorrowful heart to make you want to 
hit the bottle immediately, the song 



becomes painfully repetitive. It never 
picks up beyond slow quarter notes and 
half-whispered vocals. There is great 
potential to build to a huge emotional 
crescendo, but instead the tune drifts 
aimlessly for four minutes before simply 
petering out. 

On Done With Love, River City 
Rebels try to take a classic sound and 
add their own flair. At times they 
succeed. But at other times the band 
falls victim to self-indulgence. An album 
that starts as a decent listen loses luster 
in derivative sounds that others have 
made far better before them.

China is 
a nation of more than a billion, and in 
the Gaos’ image, packed-in people lose 
their individuality. 

“Garden Rock,” from Zhan Wang’s 
"Floating Stones” series, is a large 
sculpture of burnished steel that's both 
elegant and graceful. While the organic 
shape is reminiscent of the works of 


Henry Moore and Jean Arp, it more di- 
rectly refers to the naturally occurring 
“scholar’s rocks” of China. The allusion 
suggests the piece is meant to be con- 
templative, but it's tinged with irony, 
since “Garden Rock” is far from the tra- 
ditional ideal, as well as more massive. 

Emperor Qin Shi Huang craved im- 
mortality, and though his corpse putre- 
fied in summer heat before its inter- 
ment, the emperor ultimately achieved 
his goal. His massive tomb, and the na- 
tion he forged behind the Great Wall — 
another of Qin’s achievements — may 
well last forever. The visual-art sensi- 
bility in China, however, like that the 
world over, continues to evolve.

The EPA Renovation, Repair and Painting Rule 
is a Federal Requirement for contractors across 
the United States, and adherence is required 
on pre-1978 dwellings. The Rule is designed to 
keep children from getting lead poisoned due to 
renovation and other paint disturbing activities.

He gave them fake 
documents and military uniforms, had 
them parade in a Los Angeles suburb 
and took them to the decommissioned 
aircraft carrier USS Midway, which is 
now a museum.

Cash Diet 

Police in India's Uttar Pradesh state 
said termites ate 10 million rupees 
($222,000) being stored at a bank in 
Barabanki. The manager discovered 
the damage in April when he opened 
the reinforced room in an old bank 
building where the money had been 
kept since January. “It's a matter of 
investigation how termites attacked 
bundles of currency notes stacked in 
a steel chest,” police officer Navneet 
Rana said.
